TULSA, Okla., June 13.—The crest 
of the Arkansas River invasion of 
W est Tulsa and Sand Springs, where 
flood waters 
are sweeping 
along 
more than 19 feet above normal ap­ 
parently passed this morning, when 
the river dropped one tenth of 
a 
foot between 9 and IO a. rn. 
Measurements by Dr. A. M. Hutch­ 
inson, weather observer, showed a 
stage of 19.8 feet at 9 and 19.7 feet 
ct IO * o’clock. 
During the 
same 
period unofficial observers at Verne 
Station and at the city incinerator 
plant reported a drop of one and 
<?ne half inches and two inches re­ 
spectively. 
Tulsa, although 99 per cent high 
and dry, would now be at the mercy 
of any big fire as no homes in the 
city today had water running from 
their faucets. 
The city has always 
defended upon bottled water for 
drinking purposes and 
there 
is 
plenty of that. 
There are also hun­ 
dreds of deep wells. 
When flood waters broke through 
the dikes, hastily constructed around 
the toiler room at tho pumping sta­ 
tion, fires under the boilers had to 
he drawn to prevent an explosion. 
It was said today that the fires 
probably could not be lighted again 
before tomorrow night or Friday 
morning.

l^ e r kidnaped and held him prisoner 
for three weeks or more before he 
escaped. 
Lincoln, a lawyer and horticultrist, 
who disappeared from hi3 home near 
here on the night of April 29 under 
circumstances which led authorities 
to believe he had been slain, return­ 
ed here yesterday. 
He told a story of being attacked 
and beaten by two men in company 
with his wife on the night he van­ 
ished and being taken to Chicago 
where he was held captive in the cel­ 
lar of an apartment building, which 
he said was the headquarters of an 
international ‘dope” ring. Later, he 
said, lie escaped, fled to Baltimore 
and then to New* York, and returned 
home with the ald of funds which 
his brother here forwarded to him. 
In New* York, he said, he found 
friends who aided him in procuring 
the necessary money for his return 
.rom his brother. 
Edward Lincoln, tho brother, ad­ 
mitted he received the 
letter last 
week, but refrained from mentioning 
it, because he wanted

Mrs. Lincoln, against whom

AURORA, 111., June 12.—Warren J. 
Lincoln, Aurora lawyer and horti- 
culturalist, who disappeared from his 
home near here April 29 under condi­ 
tions pointing to murder, 
returned 
here yesterday with Sheriff \Y. E. 
Orr and told a story of kidnapping, 
“dope” rings and smuggling that lead 
from Chicago to New’ York. 
His wife, 
against 
whom Lincoln 
had instituted divorce proceedings, 
had a leading part in his kidnapping, 
according to Lincoln’s 
story,

Kane county authorities have asked

woman. 
For more than three weeks before 
he disappeared,

to the 
story Lincoln told Sheriff Orr, two 
strangers had been shadowing him

he was kidnapped, when he went to 
the greenhouse after dark to see that 
everything was secure for the night, 
the two men stepped from behind 
boxes, and. flashing stars, told him 
they were revenue men and wanted 
him for “dope” peddling. 
“When I denied thfc> they took sev­ 
eral packages from the walls of the 
greenhouse which I had never seen

As the once renowned towns of 
the early western country occasion­ 
ally recall the 
mem ories 
of their 
more stirring days by “round up,” 
rodeo or barbecue, so St. Mary’s the 
pioneer 
educational 
institution 
of 
Kansas and of the 
W est, received 
her early history by an appropriate 
celebration. 
The occasion was the 
seventy-fifth 
anniversary 
of 
her 
founding as a rude wilderness mis­ 
sion. 
Back in the far gone days 
when the still infant America was 
bringing her war with neighboring 
Mexico to a successful 
conclusion, 
back when the whole 
world 
was 
elecrtified by the news of the dis­ 
covery of gold in California, a band 
of Pottawotom ie Indians under 
the 
leadership 
of 
the 
“Black-Robe” 
Verreydt migrated from more north­ 
erly parts to the banks of the Kaw 
and there established 
the 
m ission, 
St. Marys. 
Since these early 
days 
through all the vicissitudes 
attend­ 
ant upon existance as an outpost of 
civilization, the humble m ission of 
the beginning has become the mod­ 
ern educational institution of today. 
The history of this evolution forms 
one of the m ost charming romances 
of the 
W est. 
Founded 
originally 
solely for 
Indians, 
it gradually ex­ 
panded until the com ing of the set­ 
tlers offered a new field for its labor. 
The border wars of the fifties, 
the 
civil war and the depression that fol­ 
lowed these conflicts early menaced 
the young settlem ent 
but 
with 
a 
courage 
that 
defied 
defeat 
the 
“Black Robes" of the Indians, carried 
on. 
As a monument to their spirit 
and their labor, now stands the pres­ 
ent college of St. Mary’s. 
In the year 1837 a band of Pot­ 
tawatom ie Indians, numbering about 
150, set up wigwam s on the banks of 
the Osage River, Linn county, Kan­ 
sas. 
They had migrated from Indi­ 
ana, and som e of them had been bap­ 
tized by the Revs. Stephen Badin and 
Deseille. 
This sam e year two Jesuit 
m issionaries, Father Felix L. Ver­ 


reydt and Christian Roecken, were I 
living among the 
Kickapoos,' 
near* 
Fort 
Leavenworth. 
Towards 
the 
close of that sam e year these mis-; 
sionaries received an invitation from 
Nesfwawke, the Chief of the little 
body of Pottawatom ies, to come and 
teach them religion. Fr. Hoecken ne- j 
sponded to this cry from the wilder-; 
ness all the more gladly because the 
labors of the Fathers 
had 
proved 
fruitless 
ith 
the 
Kickapoos. 
In 
January, 1833, in the middle of win­ 
ter, the journey was undertaken, an d ,! 
after eight days of hardships, 
the 
m issionary arrived at Pottam atom ie 
Creek. 
This was the 
first 
visit of Fr. I 
Hoecken to the Pottawatom ies, and j 
it lasted only two weeks, but to it 
St. Mary’s College can trace its ex­ 
istence. 
The Pawing of The Indian 
W ith the gradual 
withdrawal 
of j 
the Indians and the influx of a white J 
population, the work of the Jesuit 
Fathers at St. Mary’s began to center i 
more and more in the educational 
venture upon which they had enter­ 
ed, and the coming years furnished a, 
narrative of the steady development, I 
material and otherwise, of the Col-1 
lege as w e have it at the present day. j 
In the beginning of the scholastic 
year 1881-1882 Fr. Charles Coppens, ■ 
S. J., was made Rector of St. Mary’s. 
The corner-stone of the present par-! 
ish church in the town of St. Mary’s ' 
was laid on the 21st day of July 1881 
and on the 25th of December servi­ 
ces were held for the first time. 
His successor was Rev. D. M. Mc-| 
Erlane, S. J., who was proclaimed 
Rector of St. Mary’s July 24, 1884. 
Construction continued under suc­

until

How Collection of Just Debts 
May Be Prevented by Differ­ 
ing State Statutes. 


An effort to bring about better 
co-ordination and greater uniform­ 
ity among state laws dealing with 
business 
and 
banking 
is 
being 
made by the American Bankers 
Association. 
It 1b pointed out that although 
the country is a unit commercially, 
and citizens of any one state may do 
business that reaches all over the 
country, m ost laws governing busi­ 
ness transactions are made by the 
different states, with application 
limited to their own local jurisdic­ 
tions and often in conflict with 
laws In other states. 
It ii held 
that state laws should be uniform 
so that the same transaction will 
not be subject to different sets of 
rules according as state laws differ. 
To illustrate the disadvantages 
of conflicting laws, the following 
Illustration is given: 
Mr. Jones 
lives in New York where the sta­ 
tute of lim itations outlaws a note 
in six years. 
He falls into the 
error of assuming that the same 
rule prevails everywhere. He visits 
Maryland and loans $1,000 to his 
friend, Mr. Smith, taking a prom­ 
issory note. 
As the note carries 
interest Mr. Jones is in no hurry 


for his money and he believes 
Smith to be financially responsible. 
Finally at the end of four years 
Jones 
concludes he 
has 
loaned 
Smith the money long enough and 
seeks to collect the note from him. 
But Smith cab deny liability and 
point to the statute of Maryland 
which Jones is surprised to learn 
outlaws a note after three years.

to bank deposit; 
payment of forged or raised check; 
deposits in two names; deposits in 
trust; competency of bank and cor­ 
poration notaries; non-payment of 
check through error; Saturday af- 1 
ternoon 
bank 
transactions, 
and 
forwarding check direct to payer. 
Under the Federal Reserve and 
foreign banking are recommended 
laws on membership of state In­ 
stitutions in Federal Reserve Sys­ 
tem, and foreign banking. 
Penal 
laws 
proposed 
deal 
with 
false j 
statem ents for credit; slander and j 
libel of bank; 
checks or drafts 
without funds, and burglary with 
explosives.
